One year from now has been set. 
as target date fof breaking ground 
for Stanford university’s proposed 
60-acre, $15,000,000 shopping cen- 
ter on FE] Camino Real just south 
of San Francisquito creek, univer- 
sity executive officer Alf E. Bran- 
din announced yesterday. 

Target date for starting actual 
work on the proposed shopping 
center was announced in conjunc- 
tion with the university’s state; 
ment that the firm of Skidmore, 
Owings and Merrill has been en- 
gaged to lay out the 6000 acres 
considered in the university’s mas- 
ter plan. 

The statement also indicated 
that development of residential 
areas west of Menlo Park will be 
done under lease arrangements 
similar to that arrived at between 
the university and Pacific Penin- 
sula construction company of Men- 
lo Park, under which the latter 
firm has developed 1642 acres of 
university property in this city. 

Also under consideration at this 
time is the development of lands 
owned in Menlo Park between El 
Camino Real and the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad, from San Francis. 
quito creek to Middle avenue.

Discusses 
‘Fringe 
Problem 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 

The following remarks on the 
urban fringe problem which I 
made before a section ‘of the Con- 
monwealth club on behalf of the 
League of California Cities may 
be of general interest. The com- 
ments pertained to counties gen- 
erally, and many are not applica- 
ble specifically to San Mateo 
county: 

“Around almost all of Califor- 
nia’s 308 incorporated cities is 
a growing fringe of unincorpor- 
ated urban territory. 

“Land is subdivided into city- 
sized residential lots, light and 
heavy industrial enterprises are 
located there, as are neighborhood 
stores and even large shopping 
centers. 

“Only the city limits signs 
give any. clue as to what is in- 
side and what is outside the cor- 
porate limits, for these fringes 
are socially and economically a 
part of the city. 

“Only politically are they sep- 
arated. In size the fringes may 
vary from a hundred persons or 
less living in an indentation in the 
city’s boundaries to the absurd sit- 
uation of, for example, Lakewood 
Village, where 100,000 persons 
live in a densely populated unin- 
corporated area adjacent to Long 
Beach. : 

“These fringes develop some- 
times by accident and some- 
times by design.. An industrial 
concern may find the most ap- 
propriate plant site to be out- 
side the city limits, or it may be 
located there deliberately to 
avoid city taxes and restrictions. 

“Residential subdivisions may 
develop outside either because the 
city’s borders were at some dis- 
tance when the development start- 
ed, or because the subdivider pre- 
ferred to operate in unincorporat- 
ed territory where less restrictive 
building, zoning and subdivision 
ordinances permit him to get by 
for less money. : 

“Commercial development 
may take place for various rea- 
sons, such as cheaper land, avail- 
ability. .of* land. for parking 
space, lower level of. law en- 
forcement (a desirable element 
in some situations), or merely to 
serve the fringe population. 

“For cities these fringe areas 
pose three major problems. 

“First, the fringe development 
pays no city taxes, yet its residents 
place a strain on city facilities. 

“Second, urban type services 
are furnished them from the coun- 
ty general fund, giving them a 
subsidy at the expense of city and 
rural taxpayers. ae 

“Finally, where lower build- 
ing, zoning and_ subdivision 
standards prevail, unfair compe- 
tition is given the builder in the 
city. 

“Then to the extent these areas 
are subsequently annexed to the 
city, the city is stuck with the 
maintenance of substandard im- 
provements, and with planning 
and zoning headaches.”
